thorized by  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  regulating 
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the  assessment  upon  property  for  the  constrncLion  of 
branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May  12th,  1S66,  and 
supplement  thereto  approved  February  16th,  1869 ;  any 
excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that 
provided  for  by  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  au- 
thorizing the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  draw- 
warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes  and  legal  deduc-

work  was  done  ;  and  no  bill  shall  be  signed  by  the  City 
Controller  unless  accompanied  by  such  statement  ;  and 
that  no  part  of  Items  2  and  4  and  6  shall  be  expended  on 
any  street  without  the  authority  of  Councils,  and  no  part 
of  said  Item  6  shall  be  expended  for  work  not  completed  in 
1876,  and  no  transfers  shall  be  made  from  Items  14,  17, 
25,  26  and  27  and  35|:  Provided  further,  That  all  sta- 
tionery, printing,  paper,  fuel,  work,  and  materials  to  be 
furnished,  shall  be  advertised  for  three  times  in  two  daily 
newspapers  having  the  largest  circulation,  and  the  contract 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.  And  warrants  for  the  same 
shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
in  conformity  with  existing  Ordinances.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  and  governing  the  use  of  hackney  carriages. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  every  hack,  stage  coach, 
cab,  chariot,  couchee,  coape,  barouche,  landau,  phaeton,  or 
other  vehicle  whether  on  wheels  or  runners  sent  upon 
public  stands,  except  omnibuses  and  railroad  cars,  drawn 
by  one  or  more  horses  or  other  animal  power,  which  shall 
be  used  in  the  City  of  Phihidelphia  for  the  conveyance  of 
persons  for  hire  from  place  to  place  within  the  said  City, 
shall  be  deemed  a  hackney  carriage  within  the  meaning  of 
this  Ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such 
hackney  carriages  shall  annually,  between  the  first  day  of 
May  and  June,  appear  at  the  office  of  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers,  &c.,  and  there  regis- 
ter his  or  their  name  or  names  and  places  of  abode,  and 
the  number  to  be  affixed  to  the  hackney  carriage  or  car- 
riages owned  by  him  or  them,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose,  which  entry  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the 
signature  of  such  owner  or  owners  with  his  or  their  proper 
name  or  firm.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  intend  to 
set  up  any  hackney  carriage  as  aforesaid,  for  any  portion 
of  a  year,  he  or  they  shall  make  such  application  as  afore- 
said, and  the  like  proceedings  shall  take  place.  Duplicate 
numbers  not  to  be  used  for  hackney  carriages  ;  and  the 
person  or  persons  in  whose  name  a  license  is  issued  shall 
for  all  the  purposes  of  these  rules  and  regulations  be  con- 
sidered as  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same,  and  no  license 
shall  be  sold,  assigned  or  transferred  without  the  consent  in 
writing  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  every  hackney 
carriage,  shall,  after  having  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  the  second  section  hereof,  receive  from  the  Department 
of  Highways  a  license  stating  the  number  of  such  car- 
riage or  carriages  so  registered,  and  the  places  of  abode  of 
the  owner  or  owner  thereof;  and  the  owner  or  owners 
shall  thereupon  pay,  forlthe  use  of  the  City,  for  each  car- 
riage the  sum  of  ten  do  lars,  which  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury. 
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Sect.  4.  That  every  owner  or  owners  of  such  car- 
riage or  carriages,  who  after  having  registered  the  same 
shall  have  changed  his  place  of  abode,  or  sold  or  transferred 
his  or  their  carriage  or  carriages,  are  required  to  appear 
forthwith  at  the  office  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways, and  state  the  place  to  which  he  or  they  have  removed, 
or  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  he  or  they  have  so  sold 
or  transferred  his  or  their  carriage  or  carriages,  and  have 
his  or  their  license  altered  accordingly,  for  which  services 
no  charge  shall  be  made. 

Sect.  5.  That  every  hackney  carriage  shall  have  the 
registered  number  thereof  marked  upon  the  outside,  and 
on  the  centre  of  the  panel  of  each  door  with  white,  gilded, 
or  plated  figures  (in  the  arable  character),  of  not  less  than 
one  and  a-half  inches  in  size,  on  a  dark  ground,  or  with  a 
dark  figure  of  the  same  kind  and  size  upon  a  light  ground  ; 
and  when  driven  or  used  in  the  night  shall  have  on  some 
conspicuous  part  of  the  outside  thereof  two  lighted  lamps 
with  plain  glass  fronts  and  sides,  and  having  the  number 
of  the  license  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  hackney 
carriage  in  plain  legible  figures  of  at  least  two  inches  in 
length  (and  no  other  figure  or  devise)  painted  with  black 
paint  upon  each  of  the  said  lamps,  in  such  manner  that  the 
same  may  be  distinctly  seen  and  known  when  the  said 
hackney  carriage  may  be  standing  or  driving.  Any 
owner  or  owners  or  driver  of  any  hackney  carriage  who 
shall  use  or  drive  any  such  carriage,  or  permit  the  same  to 
be  used  or  driven  without  first  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall  incur  the  penalty  hereinafter 
mentioned  for  each  carriage  so  used  or  driven  :  Provided, 
that  all  hackney  carriages  to  which  time  registers  are  at- 
tached, and  which  are  operated  on  the  time  principle,  shall 
have  the  licensed  number  placed  on  the  sign  of  the  register 
in  figures  (in  the  arable  character)  of  not  less  than  one  and 
a-half  inches  in  length  :  Provided  further,  that  the  owners 
or  drivers  of  such  vehicles  shall  not  charge  more  than  one 
dollar  an  hour  for  the  use  of  the  same. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  prices  or  rates  of  fare  to  be  taken  by 
or  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  or  drivers  of  any  hackney 
carriage  or  carriages  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  for 
hire,  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  For  carrying  one  passen- 
ger any  distance  not  exceeding  one  mile,  the  sum  of  sev- 
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enty-five  cents;  two  passengers,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents;  and  for  every  additional  passenger,  twenty-five 
cents.  For  conveying  one  passenger  any  distance  more 
than  a  mile  and  not  exceeding  two  miles,  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  ;  two  passengers,  one  dollar  and  seventy- 
five  cents ;  and  for  every  additional  passenger,  twenty-five 
cents. 

For  carrying  a  passenger  any  distance  over  two  miles, 
for  any  such  additional  mile  or  part  of  a  mile,  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  in  addition  to  the  fare  for  the  first  two  miles, 
and  for  every  additional  passenger  fifty  cents.  For  the  use 
of  a  carriage  by  the  hour  with  one  or  two  passengers  for 
the  purpose  of  going  from  place  to  place,  and  stopping 
as  often  as  may  be  required,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
hour,  and  for  each  additional  passenger  twenty-five  cents. 
Where  the  hiring  of  a  hackney  carriage  or  carriages  is 
not  at  the  time  specified  to  be  by  the  hour,  it  shall  be 
deemed  by  the  mile ;  but  in  case  the  distance  shall  be  more 
than  four  miles,  the  rate  to  be  charged  for  each  additional 
mile  shall  be  fifteen  cents  for  each  passenger  as  herein  pro- 
vided. A  mile  shall  be  taken  and  construed  to  mean 
twelve  blocks  of  one  hundred  numbers  on  numbered 
streets. 

Whenever  any  hackney  carriage  or  carriages  not  en- 
gaged by  the  hour  shall  be  detained  by  the  passenger  or 
passengers,  the  owner  or  owners  or  driver  shall  be  allowed 
at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  hour  in  addition  to  the 
rates  hereby  established. 

For  children  between  five  and  fourteen  years  of  age 
half  price  is  only  to  be  charged,  and  for  children  under 
five  yea  IS  of  age  no  charge  is  to  be  made,  if  not  more  than 
one  such  child  to  two  adults. 

Every  driver  or  owner  or  owners  of  a  hackney  carriage 
shall  carry,  transport  and  convey  in  and  upon  his  carriage 
in  addition  to  the  person  or  persons  therein,  one  trunk, 
valise,  saddle  bag,  carpet  bag,  portmanteau  or  box  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  pounds  in  weight,  if  requested  to  do 
80  wiihout  charge  or  compensation  therefor  ;  but  for  every 
additional  trunk  or  other  articles  above  enumerated  shall 
be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  six  cents. 

Sect.  7.  That  m  each  carriage  there  shall  be  conspicu- 
ously placed  at  all  times  a  card  printed  in  English,  French, 
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Spanish  and  German,  which  shall  contain  the  registered 
number  of  such  carriage,  the  name  and  residence  of  the 
owner  thereof  and  copies  of  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth 
sections  hereof;  the  said  card  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Highways  at  the  time  of  the  registry  or 
renewal  of  every  such  hackney  carriage. 

Sect.  8.  That  if  the  owner  or  owners  or  driver  of  any 
hackney  carriage  or  carriages  shall  ask  or  demand  or  re- 
ceive any  greater  sum  than  he  or  they  may  be  entitled  to 
demand,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  all  claim  for  compensation 
for  the  services  for  which  such  greater  sura  shall  have 
been  demanded ;  and  no  owner  or  owners  or  driver  fifore- 
said  shall  offer  for  employment  any  carriage  or  carriages 
wherein  the  card  mentioned  in  the  seventh  section  hereof 
shall  not  be  placed  as  therein  provided. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  driver  of  each  hackney  carriage  for 
the  conveyance  of  persons  for  hire  in  said  City  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  Department  of  Highways  annually,  between 
the  first  day  of  January  and  first  day  of  February,  a  li- 
cense as  a  driver  of  such  hackney  carriage,  the  fee  for 
which  shall  be  five  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  City,  to  be 
paid  upon  the  issuing  of  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  person  so  procuring  said  license  to  place  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  the 
carriage  driven  by  him  The  Commissioner  of  Highways 
shall  not  grant  any  such  license  unless  the  applicant  is  a 
resident  of  this  City,  of  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  a  man  of  reputable  character,  which  must  be  vouched 
for  before  him,  in  writing,  by  two  respectable  citizens  and 
housekeepers. 

Sect.  10.  That  the  driver  of  every  hackney  carriage 
licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall,  while  acting  as  driver  of  such 
vehicle,  wear  a  badge  to  be  furnished  by  the  Department 
of  Highways,  consisting  of  a  rectangular  plate  of  metal  one 
and  three-quarter  inches  long,  and  one  and  one  eighth 
inches  wide,  having  the  corners  cut  oft";  on  said  plate  shall 
be  engraved  the  word  "  hack  "  or  other  word  designating 
his  kind  of  vehicle,  in  letters  not  less  than  five-sixteenths 
of  an  inch  long,  and  the  number  of  the  liack  or  oiher  vehi- 
cle, in  figures  not  less  than  seven-sixteenths  of  an  inch  long  ; 
said  letters  and  figures  to  be  boldly  cut  in  Roman  charac- 
ters, and  filled  in  with  black  ;  said  badge  shall  be  provided 
with  a  pin  or  other   fastening,  by  which  the  same  may  be 
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and  shall  be  worn  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  outside  of 
the  breast  of  the  coat,  so  that  it  may  not  be  hidden  either 
by  accident  or  design.  In  case  of  the  revocation  of  a 
license,  discharge  or  death  of  the  driver,  the  badge  shall 
be  returned  by  the  owner  of  the  carriage  or  his  represen- 
tative, to  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  a  license  will 
not  be  issued  to  any  person  to  drive  said  carriage  unless 
this  is  complied  with. 

Sect.  II.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point as  many  temporary  stands  at  steamboat  landings, 
railroad  depots,  or  adjacent  to  hotels,  as  the  convenience  of 
the  public  may  require,  designating  the  hours  during 
which  such  temporary  stands  may  be  occupied  ;  the  loca- 
tion of  such  carriages  to  be  determined  by  the  Mayor,  as 
also  the  regulation  of  the  number  to  be  so  employed,  and 
of  the  direction  in  which  the  horses  shall  be  ranged.  A 
record  of  said  stands  shall  be  kept  in  his  office. 

Sect.  12.  That  hereafter  all  permanent  stands  in  the 
public  highways  for  hackney  carriages,  as  the  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  may  seem  to  require,  shall  be  des- 
ignated and  fixed  by  Ordinance  of  Councils  only. 

Sect.  13.  That  the  stands  designated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  for  the  use  of  all  hackney  car- 
riages which  shall  have  been  registered  in  manner  and  form 
as  herein  provided.  The  owner,  owners  or  driver  having 
ch;irge  of  any  such  carriage  or  carriages,  while  on  any 
such  stand  or  stands,  shall  place  and  range  his  or  their 
horse  or  horses  and  carriage  or  carriages  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Mayoi-.  That  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  driver  while  waiting  for  employment  on  any 
stand  or  stands  or  on  any  of  the  public  streets  or  wharves 
of  the  said  City,  shall  not  crack  or  flourish  his  or  their 
whip,  or  molest  or  disturb  any  person  passing,  or  be  more 
than  fifteen  feet  Irom  his  or  their  carriage  or  carriages,  nor 
while  unemployed  on  any  of  the  said  stands  refuse  or  ne- 
glect to  convey  any  person  or  persons,  or  their  baggage,  to 
any  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  upon  be- 
ing applied  to  for  that  purpose,  unless  they  have  been  pre- 
viously engaged  for  service  at  a  particular  hour.  A 
hackney  carriage  or  carriages  when  not  actually  employed, 
shall  not  be  kept  standing  in  any  other  part  of  the  public 
highways  of  the  City  than  those  which  may  be  assigned  to 
them   as  stands,  or  stop  in  any   street,  square,  lane,  alley 
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or  public  place  so  as  to  obstruct  the  same,  or  the  sidewalk, 
flagstone  or  crossings  thereof. 

Sect.  14.  That  any  of  the  licenses  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  may  be  revoked  by  the 
Mayor  at  his  discretion. 

Sect.  15.  That  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  any 
section  of  this  Ordinance  shall  subject  the  offender,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  immediate  forfeiture  of  his  license,  to  a  pen- 
alty of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  debts  for  penalties 
of  like  amount  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Sect.  16.  That  the  "Ordinance  relating  to  hackney  car- 
riages" approved  the  tenth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1855  ;  "  An 
Ordinance  supplemental  to  an  Ordinance  entitled  '  An 
Ordinance  relating  to  hackney  carriages'  approved  the 
10th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1855,"  approved  September  20th, 
1855;  "An  Ordinance  supplementai'y  to  '  An  Ordinance 
relating  to  hackney  carriages '  approved  May  9th,  1855," 
approved  November  18th,  1865  ;  "  A  Supplement  to  an 
Ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  relating  to  hackney  car- 
riages' approved  the  10th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1855,"  ap- 
proved May  22d,  1871 ;  "  An  Ordinance  to  amend  the  Or- 
dinance entitled  'A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance  entitled 
'An  Ordinance  relating  to  hackney  carriages'  approved 
the  22d  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1S71,'  "  approved  xMarch  I3th

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  paving  of  Winton,  Field,  Perot,  Twenty-fourth  and  Ring- 
gold streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Chief  Co.mmissioner  of 
Highways  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers  for 
the  paving  of  Winton  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Ninth 
street,  in  the  First  Ward,  with  cobble  pavement,  cost  of 
intersections  not  to  exceed  twentv-three  dollars  and  thirty 
cents;  Field  street,  from  Twelfth  street  to  Thirteenth 
street,  in  the  First  Ward,  with  rubble  pavement,  cost  of 
intersections  not  to  exceed  fifty-six  dollars;  Perot  street, 
from  Twenty-fourth  street  to  Twenty  fifth  street,  in  the 
Fifteenth  Ward,  with  cobble  pavement,  cost  of  intersec- 
tions not  to  exceed  sixty-six  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents; 
Twenty-fourth  street,  from  Montgomery  avenue  to  Berks 
street,  in  the  Twer)ty.eighth  Ward,  with  rubble  pavement, 
cost  of  intersections  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-three dollars  and  fifty  cents;  Ringgold  street,  from 
Montgomery  avenue  to  Berks  street,  in  the  Twenty-eighth 
Ward,  with  rubble  pavement,  cost  of  intersections  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars.  The  condi- 
tions of  which  contract  shall  be  that  the  contractor  or  con 
tractors  shall  collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners 
of  property  respectively  fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall 
also  enter  into  an  obligation  to  the  City  to  keep  said  streets 
in  good  repair  for  three  years  after  the  paving  is  finished.

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Police  for  the  erection  of  a 
Bnb-police  station  house,  corner  of  Sommerville  avenue  and  Kensington  and 
Oxford  turnpike,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
one  hundred  and  twenty-two  (12,122)  dollars  and  fifty  (50) 
cents  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  De- 
partment of  Police  for  the  erection  of  a  sub-police  station 
house,  corner  of  Sommerville  avenue  and  Kensington  and 
Oxford  turnpike,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  loan  authorized  by  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize 
a  loan  for  police  purposes,  extinguishment  of  ground  rents 
and  improvement  of  the  fire  telegraph,"  approved  December 
4th,  1875,  as  follows  : 

Item  1.  For  the  erection  of  a  sub-police  station  house, 
pursuant  to  contract,  plans  and  specifications,  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  nine  hundred  (10,900)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  heating  apparatus,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
and  fifty  (550)  dollars.

AN   ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  lay  tracks  on  the  South 
Street  Bridge,  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor,  and  to  permit  the  Lom- 
bard and  South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use  said  tracks. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  lay  upon  the  South  Street  Bridge 
a  double  track  railway  for  the  use  of  the  Lombard  and 
South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company,  and  such  other 
companies  as  may  hereafter  be  permitted  by  the  Councils 
of  the  City  to  cross  said  bridge.  The  said  work  shall  not 
be  commenced  until  gas  and  water  pipe  shall  be  first  laid 
upon  such  street  or  streets  used  by  the  said  Lombard  and 
South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  as  their  ap- 
proach to  said  bridge,  and  such  street  or  streets  be  graded 
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to  the  established  grade  of  the  City  :  Provided,  The  priv- 
ilege hereby  granted  to  the  said  Lombard  and  South  Streets 
Passenger  Railway  Company  shall  not  be  so  construed  as 
to  give  them  the  exclusive  right  to  said  bridge  or  to  prevent 
the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  granting  a  similar 
privilege  hereafter  to  such  other  railway  company  or  com- 
panies as  they  may  (ieem  fit:  And  provided  further^  That  the 
said  Lombard  and  South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany first  file  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
that  if  Councils  shall  grant  permission  to  any  other  railway 
company  to  cross  said  bridge,  then  and  in  that  case  the 
said  Lombard  and  South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  permit  connections  to  be  made  with  their  road 
to  enable  such  company  to  cross  said  bridge. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  said  Lombard  and  South  Streets  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  shall  pay  into  the  ofiice  of  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  the  month  of  January 
for  each  year,  for  the  use  of  the  City,  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  (in  addition  to  the  license  fee  now  exacted)  for  each 
of  their  own  cars  run  over,  upon  and  across  the  said  bridge. 
Before  the  time  herein  provided  for  paying  the  said  yearly 
sum,  a  proportionate  amount  shall  be  paid  until  the  suc- 
ceeding January,  and  at  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  fifty 
dollars  aforesaid,  a  license  shall  be  obtained  by  the  said 
Lombard  and  South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
from  said  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  for  the  privi- 
lege of  running  their  cars  over  said  South  Street  Bridge, 
and  each  and  every  car  of  said  Lombard  and  South  Streets 
Passenger  Railway  Company  shall  have  conspicuously 
placed  therein  the  license  so  granted  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways,  and  the  said  Commissioner  of 
Highways  shall  have  the  power  and  privilege  to  stop  the 
running  of  all  cars  not  having  the  aforesaid  licenses  posted 
as  provided  in  this  section.  Every  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  shall  subject  the  aforesaid  Com- 
pany to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars,  and  to  such  other 
penalties  as  are  provided  for  in  Section  five  (5),  of  an 
Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  supplementary  to  an 
Ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  regulate  passenger 
railways,'  "  approved  April  1st,  1859  :  Provided,  That  the 
said  the  Lombard  and  South  Streets  Passenger  Railway 
Company   shall   agree  to  run  over  the  said  bridge  daily^ 
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not  less  than  twelve  cars  so  licensed :  And  provided  further, 
that  said  company  shall  agree  to  sell  and  receive  exchange 
tickets  at  such  rates  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
charged  from  any  or  all  companies  crossing  the  said  Lom- 
bard and  South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  :  And 
provided  further.  That  all  or  any  of  the  privileges  hereby 
granted  to  the  said  Lombard  and  South  Streets  Passenger 
Eailway  Company  may  be  revoked  by  Councils  by  the 
passage  of  an  Ordinance  to  that  effect :  And  provided  fur- 
ther, That  the  said  Lombard  and  South  Streets  Passenger 
Kailway  Company  shall  first  file  a  bond  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Solicitor,  to  well  and  faithfully  comply  with,  ob- 
serve and  be  subject  to  all  the  Ordinances  in  force  or  here- 
after to  be  passed  regulating  passenger  railways  :  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  the  said  company  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  publication  of 
this  Ordinance:  And  provided  further.  That  the  privileges 
granted  by  this  Ordinance  shall  not  be  exercised  by  said 
company  until  they  shall  first  agree  in  writing  with  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  reduce  their  fare  to  five  (5) 
cents:  A7id  provided  further,  That  the  said  Lombard  and 
South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  shall  agree  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  before  the 
tracks  are  laid  on  said  bridge  by  the  City ;  said  agreement 
shall  be  in  writing  and  filed  in  the  City  Solicitor's  of&ce. 

Sect.  3.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
and  laying  down  of  said  tracks,  and  that  proposals  for  the 
purchase  and  laying  down  said  tracks  shall  be  advertised 
for  in  two  daily  papers,  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  Warrants  to  be  drawn 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.

Creating  a  board  to  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  fire  escapes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  three  (3)  Building  In- 
spectors, the  President  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  one  person  to 
be  elected  by  the  Select  Council  and  one  person  to  be 
elected  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
shall  constitute  a  board  to  be  known  as  "The  Board  to 
Regulate  Fire  Escapes,"  with  full  power  and  authority  to 
order  the  erection  of  fire  escapes  upon  such  buildings  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  and  of  such  construction  as  they 
may  deem  best  to  secure  life  and  property. 

Sect.  2.  That  on  the  first  Thursday  of  January  of  each 
and  every  year,  the  Select  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  elect  one  person,  and  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  elect  one  person,  to  be  members 
of  "  The  Board  of  Fire  Escapes,"  each  to  serve  one  year, 
and  that  the  said  board  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  of  January,  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M,,  at  the  office  of  the 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
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president  and  secretary.  Regular  meetings  of  the  said 
board  shall  be  held  at  least  monthly. 

Sect.  3.  That  whenever  "  The  Board  of  Fire  Escapes  " 
shall  deem  it  necssary  that  any  buildiog  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  should  be  supplied  with  one  or  more  fire  es- 
capes, they  shall  give  written  or  printed  notice  to  the 
owner  or  person  in  charge  of  such  building,  prescribing  in 
their  notice  the  location,  number  and  mode  of  construction 
of  such  fire  escapes,  and  any  one  failing  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  said  notice  within  thirty  days  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  an  additional 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  after  the 
expiration  of  the  thirty  days,  that  such  notices  shall  not 
be  complied  with. 

Sect.  4.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  upon 
which  any  fire  escapes  maybe  erected  shall  keep  the  same 
in  good  order  and  repair,  and  no  person  shall  at  any  time 
place  any  encumbrance  of  any  kind  whatsoever  upon  any 
of  said  fire  escapes  or  passageways  constructed  or  intended 
for  the  escape  of  persons  from  the  premises  in  case  of  fire; 
any  violation  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  person  or 
persons  so  offending  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars,  and 
an  additional  penalty  of  ten  dollars  per  day  during  the 
time  that  said  fire  escapes  may  be  out  of  repair,  or  may 
have  obstructions  of  any  kind  placed  upon  them.  The 
penalties  prescribed  in  this  Ordinance  to  be  recoverable  in 
like  manner  as  similar  penalties  are  now  recoverable,  and 
upon  complaint  of  any  citizen  of  Philadelphia.

AN   ORDINANCE 


To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1877. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the 
assessment  made  in  the  year  1876  (except  such  as  are 
marked  "  agricultural  and  farm  lands"  and  "  rural  or  sub- 
urban)," a  tax  of  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1877  as 
one  City  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.  : 

Item  1.  For  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  ten  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents. 
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Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  ten  cents. ^^j^ 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  eighty  cents. 

Item  5.  B'or  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum 
of  twenty-one  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  twelve 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-four  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property, 
the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  ten 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  ten  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  health,  the  sum  of  eight  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  Municipality, 
the  sum  of  nine  cents.  And  said  amounts  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects,  subject  to  further 
direction  by  Ordinance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills 
the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  on  all  such 
portions  marked  "  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that 
set  apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall 
be  levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  the  Wards 
where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  pro- 
vided as  required  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  act  of 
February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "  A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  City  ol.  Philadelphia"  approved  April 
17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made  to 
the  payers  of  taxes  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-payment, 
by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit:  at  the  rate  of  nine  per 
centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, and  if  paid  alter  the  first  day  of  September, 
and  on  or  before  the   first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
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penalty  of  one  per  cent.,  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  October,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same,  and 
if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  da)^  ot  December,  then  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to 
and  payable  on  the  same.
